Venka's personal example so 
impresses the hard-headed Lazar that he arranges to turn the bandit over to Venka. 
When Malishev learns that for the sake of party prestige Lazar is to be shot, he 
commits suicide.

* To any reader to whom the accounts of the Everest scaling carried a limitless 
sense of shared adventure, this incredible feat of crossing the vast wastes of the Ant- 
arctic as recounted by the two leaders is surely attractive to the adventurous in spirit. 
But even in an armchair- it is an exhausting experience. First there is the meticulous 
record of the preparations, the establishment of Shackleton Base, of Scott Base, of South 
Ice. There's the gruelling labor against terrific odds:- ice where it should not have 
been, grappling the ship, blocking passage; there is no ice where there should have been, 
letting men and dogs and "Sno-cats" down into crevasses; there is wind and snow and fog 
and "white-out” (the Antarctic peasoup fog); there's the hunger and cold and loneliness 
and danger. But something sustained the men of the Commonwealth Transarctic Expedition, 
from the two years of reconnaissance, on foot, by dog sledge, by plane, by ship- through 
the dual adventure with ultimate success. Twelve men in 1957 set out from Shackleton 
Base under Fuchs; on the other side another party, under Hillary of Everest fame blazed 
the trail the crossing party was to use after they reached the Pole. Hillary reached the 
Pole by land for the first time since Scott planted the British flag there 46 years ago. 
Maps, diagrams, and superb photographs by George Lowe make the text comprehensible, and 
the text - despite the characteristic British understatement and playing down of heroism 
and achievement and peril- bears witness to another immense feat of planning, execution 
and vision justified.

* This is an impressively researched, very well written account of an exciting but 
throughly disreputable era and of a man who matched and out-matched his times - Arnold 
Rothstein: gambler, fixer, corrupter, politician, businessman, pawnbroker; who was known 
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as "The Brain", "The Man Uptown", "The Bankroll"; "who transformed the world of crime 
from an anarchic into an authoritarian state." Arnold Rothstein was born in 1882 in 
New York City. His father, Abraham, was successful in the garment trade, was honored 
by Governor Smith, Justice Brandeis. The younger Rothstein left school at 16, became 
a runner for a bookmaker, small-time pool player, loan shark. Later, in the era of 
the "Robber Barons", when New York City was emerging from its frontier stage, Rothstein 
had become a person of prominence in his own (under) world but was little known out- 
side of it until "Sir Charles" Murphy made him the leader of Tammany. By 1923 Roth- 
stein had been accused of fixing the 1919 World Series; he had been involved in a 
number of racing coups; and he was regarded as the overseer in New York. The 16th 
amendment and especially Prohibition had changed the climate: now Rothstein could 
extend his empire into multi-million larceny. He was one of the first rum-runners, 

he smuggled uncut diamonds and narcotics, he was the solvent for politics and crime 

in the garment industry, construction, the waterfront and his name turned up constant- 
ly in trials and bankruptcies. Finally in 1928 Rothstein was shot and the case 

left unsolved, its probe would have harmed too many eminent citizens. This biography 
of the man who led crime into the business era is masterly reporting, most readable 
social history.

State Hospital. If the state hospital is an answer- not necessarily for those who 
are sick- it serves society as a place to send those who can't fit in- 400,000 in the 
U.S. or one out of twelve who are born today. At Columbus State, where there are 10 
ward doctors for 2700, where the work load is unmanageable, where only 24 receive 
some sort of psychotherapy, the conditions are no better or no worse than in the 
average state asylum, all of which are substandard and are severely handicapped by 
lack of facilities, doctors, nurses, attendants, drugs. With the doctors, Martin 
makes the rounds of this institution and reviews the staff sessions, the methods of 
admissions, of therapy-whether shock or drug, both of which provide only controls 
not cures. There is a more extensive explanation and illustration (through actual 
cases) of that “incomplete death in reverse", schizophrenia, the heart of all mental 
illness which accounts for half of all patients institutionalized- in which there has 
been no real breakthrough. And if the new drugs have eliminated the snake pits- there 
are still the violent wards- and the back wards ("there are many worse things than 
death") in which those who are simply custodial problems live on and on in a state 
of complete deterioration.

A report card on American and Russian schools is a clear-headed critique of 
education in both these countries, in tangible terms of their immediate accomplishments 
and longer-range ambitions, following the panic of that satellite shot heard around the 
world. Both systems are interpreted through their historical antecedents; both systems 
went through- in an attempt to extend education to all- a period of "progressive shape- 
lessness", but Russia returned fairly quickly to a more demanding curriculum, rigid and 
specializec,with an early emphasis on memory work, an indifference to independent inquiry, 
an accelerated and advanced program. Here the casualty lists are heavy- and only 15% enter 
high school. In America, on the other hand, the open door has been maintained for some 
55% at the expense of excellence; incentive has been lost along with the spirit of compe- 
tition; and the curriculum, except in a few schools, has become soft. While Russians today 
under Kruschev are now questioning some of the frailties of their system (too "divorced 
from life"; too overburdened; too mechanical) Americans may also re-shape their methods of 
education while retaining its broader, democratic character, and there are specific direct- 
ives given to eliminate localized laissez faire and strengthen federal participation and 
aid as well as restore some stamina to scholarship..... If the "cold war of the classroom" 
has perhaps cooled off a little since October 5, 1957, this should return some interest to 
the controversy- both parental and professional- and it is an excellent and informative 
presentation.

STEPHEN A. DOUGLAS: DEFENDER OF THE UNION $3.50 & 


The author of this political biography of the "Little Giant" (he was only five 
feet tall) presents the thesis that Douglas could have prevented the Civil War had his 
efforts at compromise succeeded, an argument with which not all his readers will agree. 
Vermont born, Douglas' early years of study and politics are filled in; his marriage to 
a Southern belle who left him a slave-owner at her death. This may have influenced his 
thinking about slavery- but did not affect his love for the Union. The great champion 
of the doctrine of Popular Sovereignty, he argued for or against such matters as the 
Wilmot Proviso, Free Soil, the Dred Scott decision, always trying to hold a balance of 
power between North and South. Slavery was the actual subject of the famous debates with 
Lincoln, but their object was purely political, and while they resulted in Douglas' return 
to the Senate, they also resulted in Lincoln's candidacy for the Presidency in 1860. 
Douglas died the next year, at the age of 48..... Overloaded with complicated details of 
forgotten political battles and politicians, this book is not for the popular reader and 
may even defeat students and Civil War buffs. It is most important for reference on the 
political history of the pre-Civil War period.

MOUNT HOPE: A New England Chronicle $5.00 


A witty, well-documented if rambling account of Bristol, Rhode Island, a town 
overshadowed by the Mount Hope of the title, and of its most spectacular but not always 
most upstanding first family, the DeWolfs, of which the author is a member. Born of Roger 
William's migration to Rhode Island in the 1600's, Bristol traded and fought with the 
Indians for years and later grew prosperous from the slave trade. In 1744 the first DeWolf 
reached the town, later established his fifteen children in the slave trade, as well as the 
family fortunes which were later increased by whaling, privateering, piracy and the China 
trade.

When 
McHugh in a rage tried to blind him the author found more congenial employers,fishing 
with them through the ice and nearly losing his life when parting floes carried him 
and an Indian companion far into the lake; the Indian died on the ice and he himself 
reached safety only by miracle. Refreshingly written, this book by a non-angry young 
man may hold but a limited appeal to American readers except those who enjoy a 
modestly told tale of true adventure.

* The author of this long and fascinating book of true detection, an American 
journalist, was one of 17 plane passengers flying from Mexico City to Oaxaca on 
Sept. 24, 1952, when a time-bomb exploded in a luggage compartment, damaging but not 
wrecking the plane. This is the story of her experience, of the attempt at mass- 
murder involved, and of the tracking down and conviction of the two men behind it. 
The bomb, placed on the plane by an innocent passenger, was made by an engineer named 
Arellano who, under the name of Noriega, had hired seven of the passengers to work 
for him in non-existent joos in Oaxaca; involved with him in the plot was a radio 
performer and impresario, Paco Sierra, married to an internationally known actress, 
Esperanza Iris. Without the knowledge of their seven potential victims, all poor 
people, Arellano and Sierra insured their lives for large amounts, naming other poor 
people, whom they hoped to buy off after the tragedy, as beneficiaries. When portions 
of the bomb were discovered after the explosion the two, through excellent detective 
work, were discovered and brought to trial. Tracing the plot through the testimony 
of everyone involved in it, writing in detail of the lengthy trials of the two men, 
the author builds a story of suspense matching fiction; in a somewhat terrifying 
appendix she tells of all known efforts to commit murder by time-bombs in planes. 
Too long and detailed for the average reader of fact-crime magazines, the book should 
appeal to literate devotees of true tales of detection. Not recommended as Light 
reading for plane travelers.
